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Foreword 


There  was  at  time  when  I could  not  understand  why  my  father(Alvin  Gascho) 
always  became  excited  when  conversations  turned  to  Gascho  ancestors  and 
relatives.  Now  1 don't  understand  why  I didn't  pay  more  attention  when  he  wanted 
to  talk  about  his  family.  I suspect  there  are  other  Gascho  descendants  like  me  who 
at  one  time  cared  little  about  their  Gascho  heritage  but  now  would  like  to  know 
about  it.  It  is  for  them  and  for  myself  that  I have  written  this  book. 

All  family  stories  are  interesting,  but  the  Joe  and  Phoebe  Roth  Gascho  story 
is  more  interesting  than  many.  It  is  an  exciting  story  of  moving  from  place  to 
place:  Joe  from  Illinois  to  Nebraska  to  Arkansas  to  Nebraska  to  Colorado  and  so 
on,  Phoebe  from  Germany  to  Nebraska.  The  children  and  the  grandchildren  have 
continued  the  moving  trend,  from  Nebraska  to  Colorado  and  Oregon  and 
California  and  Pennsylvania  and  Alabama  and  Canada,  to  name  some  but  not  all 
points  of  destination.  It  is  a sad  stoiy—in  few  families  do  three  young  daughters 
die  early  in  their  married  lives,  each  leaving  six  children.  It  is  a story  of 
generational  dynamics:  grandparents,  aunts  and  uncles  raising  grandchildren, 
nephews  and  nieces.  And  it  is  a story  of  God  working  in  the  lives  of  persons. 

In  an  undertaking  such  as  this,  there  is  missing  information  and,  I am  sure, 
there  are  errors.  I sincerely  apologize  for  any  errors.  Please  notify  me  if  you  find 
eirors  or  can  provide  missing  information.  Also,  in  order  to  keep  the  Joe  and 
Phoebe  Roth  Gascho  story  current,  please  notify  me  of  future  births,  marriages 
and  deaths. 

I hope  this  book  will  be  of  interest  to  descendants  of  Joe  and  PhoebeRoth 
Gascho  and  to  others  interested  in  genealogy.

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The  Joe  and  Phoebe  Roth  Gascho  Story 


Joe  Gascho 

Joseph  (he  had  no  middle  name,  even  though  his  marriage  certificate  lists 
him  as  Joseph  O.)  Gascho  was  bom  near  Flanagan,  Illinois  on  February  11,  1871, 
to  Joseph  and  Mary  Birkey  Gascho.  Joe  moved  with  his  father  and  mother,  his 
older  brother  John,  younger  sister  Magdalene  and  younger  brothers  Chris,  Jake 
and  possibly  Ben  to  Seward  County,  Nebraska  in  1877  or  1878'.  The  family 
moved  because  land  was  cheaper  in  Nebraska.  Joseph,  known  as  Joe  for  most  of 
his  life,  went  to  school  when  younger,  but  attended  only  in  winter  when  he  grew 
older.  Joe's  brother  John  died  in  18861 2,  when  Joe  was  15.  His  father  was  a 
minister,  and  left  much  of  the  farm  work  to  his  oldest  liv  ing  son.  His  son  Harry 
believes  that  he  wanted  more  schooling,  but  work  on  the  farm  kept  him  from 
getting  as  much  education  as  he  would  have  liked. 

It  is  said  that  he  narrowly  escaped  death  in  the  Great  Blizzard  of  1 888.  1 le 
was  at  school  the  day  the  storm  began  In  the  morning,  much  snow  fell,  but  there 
was  little  wind;  by  afternoon  a strong  wind  had  arisen,  and  the  storm  became  a 
hue  blizzard.  1 le  left  the  school,  following  the  com  and  fence  rows.  By  the  time 
he  arrived  home,  so  much  snow  had  blown  between  the  lining  and  the  outer 
portion  of  his  coat  that  it  was  almost  too  heavy  to  wear. 

hi  the  spring  of  1 893  or  1 894  Joe  went  by  horse  and  wagon  with  his  brothers 
Chris  and  Jake  to  Thurman,  Colorado.  They  homesteaded  there,  building  a soddy 
close  to  Aunt  Barbara  Gascho  Schlegel  and  her  husband  Joseph.  The  crops  were 
so  poor  that  the  brothers  returned  to  Milford  the  first  winter.  They  went  back  to 
Colorado  the  next  spring,  but  crops  were  again  so  bad  that  they  abandoned  their 
homestead  and  returned  to  Milford.  They  were  apparently  able  to  raise  only  one 
load  of  wheat  during  the  entire  time  they  spent  in  Colorado.  Jake,  who  would

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have  been  about  1 8 years  old,  wanted  to  be  baptized  during  the  time  they  lived 
in  Colorado,  but  could  not  be  because  his  hair  style  did  not  please  the  bishop 
(perhaps  his  uncle,  Joseph  Schlegel)! 

In  1 8953  when  Joe  would  have  been  24,  he  moved  with  his  parents  and 
siblings  to  Peach  Orchard,  Arkansas,  not  far  from  Little  Rock.  The  purpose  of 
this  trip  was  to  colonize;  there  were  already  other  Mennonite  families  there  (one 
was  a Kauffman  family).  Although  a land  agent  had  painted  a bright  picture  of  the 
area,  Arkansas  did  not  live  up  to  their  expectations.  There  were  trees  that  could 
be  cut  and  sold  for  lumber,  but  the  climate  was  rainy  and  the  ground  swampy. 
Family  members  are  said  to  have  developed  typhoid  fever  and  malaria.  After  only 
a short  stay,  the  family  returned  to  Nebraska.  The  children  left  first,  by  horse  and 
wagon.  Joe's  brother  Jake  became  sick  and  died  at  the  age  of  20.  His  body  was 
sent  back  by  train  to  the  parents  who  were  still  in  Arkansas  and  buried  there.  John 
Bawel,  who  was  later  to  marry  Joe's  sister  Katie,  accompanied  the  body  back  to 
Arkansas. 

The  children  in  the  wagon  continued  on  their  journey  after  the  death  of  Jake, 
traveling  towards  Milford,  Nebraska  via  Manson,  Iowa.  They  asked  for  directions 
along  the  way,  and  were  directed  to  Mason  City  instead  of  Manson.  Although  the 
younger  travelers  believed  the  directions  given  them  were  incorrect,  the  older 
travelers  thought  them  correct,  so  the  directions  to  Mason  City  were  followed. 
Since  Mason  City  was  some  60  miles  northeast  of  Manson,  they  went  far  out  of 
their  way  (considering  their  mode  of  transportation  was  horses)  and  lost  much 
time.  They  were  treated  poorly  en  route.  Some  took  them  for  gypsies  and  would 
not  even  allow  them  to  water  their  horses.  When  they  finally  arrived  in  Manson 
they  had  only  25  cents  to  their  names. 

Joe  was  sick  almost  the  entire  time  the  family  was  in  Arkansas,  supposedly 
with  malaria.  Although  he  improved  as  soon  as  they  left  Arkansas,  his  health  was 
never  good  after  that  trip. 

In  Milford  Joe's  father  set  up  a sorghum  mill.  Steam  was  used  to  power  the 
machines  to  crush  the  sorghum  stalks.  The  heat  from  the  fire  box  used  to  generate 
the  steam  was  used  to  cook  the  juice.  The  young  people  from  the  church  enjoyed 
pulling  taffy  made  from  the  molasses.

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The  ancestors  of  Joe  Gascho 

Joe's  parents,  Joseph  and  Mary  Birkey  Gascho 

Joe's  father  Joseph  was  bom  on  December  14,  1841  in  Woodford  County, 
Illinois,  near  Flanagan,  to  John  B.  and  Magdalena  Von  Gundy  Gascho.  He 
married  Mary  (Maria)  Birkey  on  March  14,  1868. 

Joseph  was  an  Amish  Mennonite  minister  for  some  30  years.  Me  was 
ordained  and  first  served  at  the  Waldo  Amish  Mennonite  Church  near  Flanagan, 
Illinois;  he  later  served  in  Milford,  Nebraska.4  He  appears  to  have  been 
progressive  for  his  time;  he  preached  in  English  at  funeral  services  at  a time  when 
other  ministers  still  used  German,  and  he  was  an  early  promoter  of  the  Sunday 
school  which  stalled  in  the  Waldo  Amish  Mennonite  church  in  1868  and  was 
finally  accepted  as  part  of  the  regular  church  service  in  1875. 5 The  Herald  of 
Truth  tells  of  trips  he  made  to  Canada,  Ohio  and  Indiana  in  1889  (with  Mary)6, 
to  Livingston  Co,  Illinois  that  same  year,  and  to  Aurora  (probably  Illinois)  with 
J.  S.  Coffman  in  1890. 

By  trade  Joseph  was  a carpenter;  a dry  sink  he  made  as  a wedding  present 
for  liis  son  Joe  and  lus  bride  Phoebe  still  exists.  I le  once  operated  a sorghum  mill. 

I Ie  was  a "roamer",  and  was  probably  not  a very'  good  financial  manager. 

1 Ie  developed  cancer  of  the  face  and  suffered  considerably.  I le  visited  medical 
clinics  in  South  Dakota  and  Savanna,  Missouri  in  search  of  a cure,  to  no  avail. 
His  face  was  so  disfigured  at  the  time  of  his  death  that  his  body  was  not  shown  at 
the  funeral.  He  died  on  February  1 , 1 902,  near  Milford,  Nebraska,  not  long  after 
his  6 1 st  birthday  A granddaughter  (Minnie)  was  bom  in  June  of  1 902  with  a 
spot  on  her  face.some  blamed  Minnie's  mother  Jacobina  for  the  blemish,  accusing 
her  of  looking  at  her  father-in-law's  face!  Joseph's  obituary  describes  his  last  days: 
"..when  it  became  evident  that  the  malady  was  incurable  he  was  resigned 
and  said,  'God's  will  be  done.'  When  the  end  drew  near  he  called  to  his  side 
his  beloved  companion  who  had  so  loyally  and  lovingly  ministered  to  his 
needs  and  who  had  for  so  many  years  shared  w ith  him  the  joys  and  sorrows 
of  life,  and  earnestly  admonished  her  to  remain  faithful  unto  the  Lord.  He 
also  called  liis  children,  one  by  one,  and  gave  them  loving,  fatherly  counsel,

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entreating  them  to  be  faithful  and  obedient  to  their  dear  mother  and  to  follow 
Jesus."7 

Mary  Birkey  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Barbara  Eigsti  Birkey.  She  was 
bom  in  Woodford  County,  Illinois,  on  December  28,  1850.  She  was  a midwife, 
and  likely  helped  in  the  delivery  of  the  five  oldest  children  of  Joe  and  Phoebe. 
Physically,  she  was  a "plump"  woman  and  had  poor  eyesight,  being  blind  or 
nearly  blind  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  was  not  educated;  she  may  not  have 
been  able  to  read  or  write.  It  is  said  that  she  was  "pleasant"  but  "did  not  laugh  a 
lot."  Shirley  Jantzi  Boshart  recalls  going  to  the  home  of  her  grandparents,  Joe  and 
Phoebe,  one  day  because  great-grandmother  Mary  Birkey  Gascho  was  there. 
Shirley  remembers  her  as  being  "real  little"  and  dressed  in  black.  Because  she 
was  blind,  she  had  the  great-grandchildren  come  to  her  so  she  could  touch  them 
with  her  hands  to  see  how  much  they  had  grown. 

She  died  on  Christmas  day  in  1 938,  at  the  age  of  87.  Her  obituary  says  "she 
was  always  a kind  mother  exercising  a Christian  spirit  to  all. 8 The  couple  are 
buried  at  the  East  Fairview  Mennonite  Church  cemetery',  near  Milford,  Nebraska. 

Joe’s  paternal  grandparents,  John  and  Magdalena  Von 
Gundy  Gascho 

Joseph's  parents,  John  and  Magdalena  Von  Gundy,  came  to  Illinois  from 
Schwartzburg,  France9  in  about  1848,  probably  meeting  on  the  ship.10  Neither 
John  nor  Magdalena  Von  Gundy  Gascho  could  read  or  write.  According  to  United

Zwalter  Cachot.  There  may  have  been  two  other  siblings,  Anne  and  Jacob. 
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States  census  records  they  were  living  in  Woodford  County,  Illinois  in  1 860  and 
in  Livingston  County,  Illinois  in  1870. 11  John,  also  known  as  Johannes  B.,  was  a 
brother  of  Barbara  Gascho  Eigsti,  who  was  the  grandmother  of  Mary  Birkey 
Gascho,  wife  of  the  Joseph  Gascho  bom  in  1841.  Thus  Joseph  and  Mary  Birkey 
Gascho  were  first  cousins  once  removed. 

Joe's  maternal  grandparents,  Joseph  and  Barbara  Eigsti 

Birkey 

Mary  Birkey's  parents  were  Joseph  and  Barbara  Eigsti  Birkey.  Joseph  and 
Barbara  were  married  in  1847  in  Germany  and  probably  came  to  Illinois  in  1 848, 
settling  in  Tazewell  County,  Illinois.  Barbara  was  the  daughter  of  Barbara  Gascho 
Eigsti,  who  was  a sister  of  John  Gascho,  the  grandfather  of  the  Joe  Gascho  who 
married  Phoebe  Roth 

Phoebe  (Jacobina)  Roth 

Jacobina  (often  called  Phoebe,  sometimes  Bina)  was  bom  in  Wilmendingen, 
Germany,  on  March  24,  1873.  She  was  the  15th  of  16  children  bom  to  Jacob12 
and  Mary'  Laubcr  Roth12.  The  family  lived  in  an  area  that  was  predominately 
Catholic.  The  family  lived  too  far  from  a church  to  worship  every  Sunday,  so 
Phoebe's  father  gathered  the  family  each  Sunday  to  worship  in  their  own  home. 

Phoebe  went  to  school  in  Germany  through  grade  nine.  She  learned  "high" 
German,  and  was  very  good  in  math  She  also  learned  to  knit  and  sew  at  school. 

After  Jacob's  death  in  1 887,  Mary  Lauber  Roth  sent  her  daughter  to  Amer-

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icai4,  where  siblings  Mike,  Henry  and  Joe  had  already  gone15.  She  left  in  1889, 
with  sister  Katie  and  a brother,  who  later  returned  to  Germany.  There  was  a bad 
storm  en  route.  Her  mother  in  Germany  heard  that  the  ship  had  sunk  and  thought 
her  daughter  had  died.  Phoebe  was  so  terrified  by  the  storm  that  she  refused  to 
ever  sail  back  to  Europe  to  see  her  mother  there.  They  arrived  in  New  York 
Harbor  on  March  24,  1889,  Jacobina's  36th  birthday.  She  and  her  siblings  went 
directly  to  Milford,  Nebraska. 

. Phoebe  had  no  home  when  she  first  arrived  in  the  Milford  area,  and  is  to 
have  said  that  the  Lord  always  supplied  and  provided  for  her.  She  initially 
attended  public  school  to  leam  English.  To  earn  money  she  did  housework, 
supposedly  for  $ 1 00/year.  When  her  brother  Mike  married  Magdalene  Gascho 
(sister  of  her  future  husband  Joe  Gascho)  in  1 892,  Phoebe  moved  in  with  them. 

The  Roths  and  Gaschos  of  Milford  were  Amish  Mennonite.  Phoebe  needed 
to  dress  more  conservatively  after  she  arrived  in  Milford,  since  she  was  not  of 
Amish  Mennonite  background. 

Phoebe’s  parents  and  grandparents,  Jacob  and  Mary 
Lauber  Roth 

Phoebe's  father,  Jacob,  was  a bishop,  supposedly  highly  respected  by  the 
Catholic  priests  of  the  area  in  which  the  family  lived  Her  mother  was  (Anna) 
Mary  Lauber  Little  is  known  about  her  parents  and  their  parents  (Benedict  and 
Jacobina  King  Roth  and  Christian  and  Ida  Zimmerman  Lauber). 


Joe  and  Phoebe's  life  together 

Joe  often  visited  the  home  of  his  sister,  Magdalene,  and  brother-in-law,  Mike 
Roth.  There  he  would  see  Phoebe,  who  was  living  with  her  brother,  Mike.  Joe 
also  visited  her  in  Joseph  Slagel's  bam;  they  talked  as  she  washed  the  milk 
separator.  They  apparently  liked  what  they  saw  in  each  other,  for  they  were

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married  by  Joseph  Slagel  in  the  East  Fairview  Mennonite  Church  on  December 
15,  1898.  Mike  and  Magdalene  "made  a wedding"  for  the  couple.  Chris,  Joe's 
brother,  and  a John  S.  Roth  were  witnesses.  The  marriage  license  application 
bears  witness  to  the  Anabaptist  heritage;  the  "swear"  and  "sworn  to"  are  crossed 
oil' and  replaced  with  "affirm"  and  "affirmed".16  In  the  application  and  license,  Joe 
used  the  middle  initial  "O." 

When  Joe  and  Phoebe  were  married  they  had  few  possessions.  Phoebe  had 
worked  and  saved  some  money  with  which  they  could  buy  essentials  for 
housekeeping.  Because  Joe  was  the  son  of  a minister,  he  had  little  money.  Me  was 
given  a blind  horse  and  some  machinery.  Other  wedding  gifts  included  chickens 
and  a cow  or  two. 

The  couple  initially  lived  near  Milford,  where  Joe  rented  and  fanned  land. 
Their  first  four  children  were  bom  there:  Mary,  Minnie,  Anna  and  Alvin  In 
1905,  Joe  bought  120  acres  of  land,  for  $48/acre,  not  far  from  Wood  River, 
Nebraska,  because  it  was  cheaper  than  land  in  the  Milford  area.  On  this  land  the 
"old  home  place"  was  later  built.  In  looking  for  land  to  buy,  Joe  wanted  land  that 
was  near  a school,  a Mennonite  church,  and  a town.  In  the  Milford  area  the 
children  had  to  walk  three  miles  to  school,  and  he  considered  this  distance  too  far. 
At  the  time,  the  Amish  Mennonite  church,  founded  in  about  1903,  was  about  3 
1/2  miles  south  of  the  land  he  bought  The  school,  District  37,  was  less  than  one 
half  mile  west  and  the  town  of  Cairo  was  less  than  6 miles  away.  Joe’s  brother 
Chris  also  bought  40  acres,  together  their  land  made  up  the  southeast  quarter  of 
the  section.  The  farm  was  located  two  miles  east  and  three  and  one  half  miles 
south  of  Cairo,  and  two  miles  east  and  8 miles  north  of  Wood  River.  Chris  sold 
his  40  acres  to  Joseph  in  1910  or  1911  for  $85/acre. 

A house  belonging  to  Billy  (William)  Stutzman  was  already  on  the  land  that 
was  purchased  when  Joe  and  Phoebe  moved  from  Milford  in  190817.  (Billy's 
second  wife  w as  Barbara  Gascho,  Joe's  sister).  Joe  and  Phoebe  moved  their 
possessions  by  "Emigrant  Car"— a Burlington  railroad  box  car-except  for  the 
horses  which  came  by  land.  Neighbors  and  friends  helped  them  move  the 
household  possessions  from  the  railroad  station  in  Cairo  to  the  house.  They  lived 
w ith  Billy  Stutzman's  for  several  weeks  until  the  Stutzmans  found  another  house. 
The  Stutzman  house  was  a one-story  structure,  with  four  rooms  and  a lean-to

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which  contained  the  kitchen.  When  they  first  moved,  the  water  supply  came  from 
a pump  outside  the  house.  A bathtub  was  purchased  and  placed  near  this  pump. 
Pails  under  the  kitchen  sink  and  by  the  wash  stands  took  care  of  other  drainage. 
One  year  after  moving  a bam  was  built. 

Mules  were  used  for  farm  work  and  transportation.  Alvin  remembers  going 
to  church  in  a carriage  pulled  by  mules  named  Jack  and  Jinnie.  On  one  occasion 
the  mules  were  frightened  by  the  flopping  curtains  in  a passing  car.  They  ran 
away,  and  the  wagon  was  damaged.  Mama  (the  term  the  children  used  for 
Phoebe),  Katie  and  Alvin  were  injured,  and  Joe's  (Papa's)  nose  was  broken. 

In  1916,  Papa  bought  a new  Maxwell  touring  car.  Harry  remembers  going 
along  with  his  parents  to  Grand  Island  to  get  it.  On  the  way  home  Mama  was 
afraid  they  would  be  hit  by  a train  when  they  crossed  the  railroad  tracks. 

The  Gaschos  lived  in  the  old  house,  until  1918,  when  a new  two -story  house, 
with  a coal/wood  furnace  was  built.  The  kitchen  was  moved  away  from  the  old 
house  and  used  for  cooking  while  the  new  house  was  built.  The  family  slept  in  the 
machine  shed  during  the  building  of  the  new  house;  the  carpenters  slept  in  the  hay 
mow  in  the  bam.  Many  remembers  thinking  that  the  carpenters  were  bad  because 
they  tore  down  the  old  house! 

Carbide  lamps  were  used  for  light.  Grandchildren  staying  at  Grandpa  and 
Grandmas  overnight  (that  was  considered  to  be  a treat)  remember  watching  the 
lamps  flicker  out  as  they  went  to  bed,  and  feeling  "warm  and  cozy". 

In  the  basement  of  the  house  was  some  type  of  engine;  if  the  fly  wheel  was 
turned,  electricity  was  produced.  Grandchildren  would  stand  in  a circle,  holding 
hands;  someone  would  turn  the  wheel,  and  a shock  of  electricity  went  around  the 
circle,  startling  to  all  but  especially  the  unsuspecting. 

There  was  an  icehouse  behind  the  bam.  In  the  winter  men  cut  blocks  of  ice 
from  a nearby  stream,  and  stored  thence  between  layers  of  straw  in  the  ice  house. 
A grandchild,  Shirley  Jantzi  Boshart,  remembers  the  coolness  of  the  icehouse  in 
hot  Nebraska  summers.  (But  children  could  visit  the  house  only  with  an  adult). 
It  was  a special  treat  when  the  ice  was  used  to  make  homemade  ice  cream. 

During  World  War  I the  relationships  between  the  Mennonites  and  their  non- 
Mennonite  neighbors  deteriorated.  Papa  shared  some  farm  machinery  with,  and 
worked  with,  a neighbor  named  Mi'.  Lindsay.  Although  they  continued  to  work 
together  during  World  War  I,  they  no  longer  ate  together.  The  German  speaking 
people  of  the  neighborhood  took  out  their  telephones  because  they  were 
interrupted  by  English  speaking  people  when  they  tried  to  talk.  (At  that  time  there 
were  no  private  lines;  each  party  on  a given  "line"  heard  the  rings  calling  for  any 
party  on  the  line,  and  could  pick  up  the  phone  and  disrupt  the  conversation).  In 
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1921  reconciliation  between  the  neighbors  took  place.  Mama  supposedly  said 
that  she  was  met  with  a handshake  and  after  that  "past  was  past". 

Of  the  two.  Mama  was  the  dominant  one;  Papa  more  gentle  and  retiring  It  is 
said  that  Mama  prevented  Papa  from  buying  a hearing  aid;  after  her  death,  he 
bought  one,  and  remarked  how  wonderful  it  was  to  again  be  able  to  hear  potatoes 
frying  and  the  distant  thunder!  Mama  wanted  the  family  to  speak  German,  while 
Papa  did  not  seem  to  mind  if  the  family  did  not.  Delmar  Roth  remembers  him 
saying  to  Mama,  "You  make  them  [the  grandchildren]  talk  Dutch-I  can't 
understand  them!"  There  were  occasional  differences  of  opinion  between  Papa 
and  Mama,  but  Papa  told  Harry,  after  Mama's  funeral,  that  "Mama  and  I 
sometimes  didn't  agree  but  we  always  settled  everything  before  going  to  sleep." 

Family  life 

The  Gascho  family  was  a closely  knit  family.  The  family  would  sit  in  a 
circle,  and  each  family  member  would  read  a Bible  verse.  On  Sunday,  Mama 
would  read  stories.  One  story  was  about  a poor  little  girl  who  had  very  shabby 
shoes.  Her  father  was  a drunkard,  and  the  mother  told  the  little  girl  that  the 
"shoes  were  in  the  jug,"  meaning  that  the  money  that  should  have  been  spent  on 
shoes  went  for  alcohol.  So  the  little  girl  broke  the  jug  of  whiskey,  expecting  to 
find  shoes  in  it! 

The  children  were  taught  short  German  prayers  at  meals.  In  later  years  Papa 
would  lead  the  song  "Father  We  Thank  Thee  for  the  Night"  at  the  breakfast  table. 

Katie  had  fond  memories  of  playing  as  a child  with  I larry  and  Ida.  "We  had 
great  times  making  play  houses  under  the  shade  trees  in  summer.  We  would  pick 
twine  strings  out  of  straw  pile,  then  tie  them  together  and  stake  out  a house,  our 
walks  and  partitions  w ith  the  twine.  With  a lot  of  imagination." 

In  the  evening,  the  children  played  games  such  as  figmill,  dominos,  and  a 
game  in  which  a spool  was  whittled  square  on  the  sides  and  used  as  a top.  The 
four  sides  were  lettered  P (for  put),  T (for  take),  L (for  leave)  and  A (for  all). 
Players  started  out  w ith  five  or  six  kernels  of  com.  Each  would  in  turn  spin  the 
top,  then  give  away  or  take  com  kernels  from  other  players,  depending  on  how 
the  top  landed 

The  public  school  w as  less  than  a half  mile  away  so  the  Gascho's  w ere  some 
of  the  closest  to  the  school.  On  stormy  days,  Ida,  Katie  and  Alvin  were  the  only 
students  at  school,  and  the  teacher  would  come  home  w ith  them  in  the  evening. 
Some  of  the  teachers  were  Ethel  Johnson  (later  to  mairy  Claude  Lindsey);  May 
Ewing,  and  Eva  Grossant.  Students  included  Douglas  I leyman,  Lavem  Hutton, 
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Ernest  Hemmerling,  Leroy  Bedford  and  Hubert  Hutton. 

The  three  oldest  daughters,  Mary,  Minnie  and  Anna,  all  died  in  their  early 
thirties,  each  leaving  six  children.  Four  of  Mary's  children  lived  with  Papa, 
Mama,  Alvin,  Harry,  Katie  and  Ida.  Minnie  had  lived  with  her  husband  Sid 
Beckler  within  a stone's  throw  of  Papa  and  Mama.  After  Minnie  died,  her  oldest 
child,  Laveme,  was  responsible  for  the  rest  of  the  family,  but  Papa  and  Mama, 
with  Alvin,  Ida,  Katie,  and  Harry  also  helped  with  their  care.  The  grandchildren 
often  came  to  Mama's  on  Saturday  evening  for  bean  soup  and  fresh  baked  sweet 
rolls.  The  beans  cooked  on  the  range  while  the  huge  batches  of  rolls  and  pie 
were  baking  in  the  oven.  The  family  also  gathered  there  for  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas.  Laveme,  Minnie's  oldest  daughter,  remembers  one  Christmas:  after 
dinner  was  over,  everyone  went  into  the  living  room  and  "there  was  a tree— and 
it  had  play  wrist  watches  on  it." 

Having  as  many  as  ten  grandchildren  around  made  for  a hectic  life  at  the 
Gascho  home  place.  (Harry  says  that  the  experience  made  the  idea  of  marriage 
and  family  less  appealing  to  him,  Alvin,  Ida,  and  Katie!)  The  Beckler  and  Roth 
boys  loved  to  use  Harry,  Alvin  and  Papa's  work  shop.  They  never  seemed  able  to 
leave  it  in  good  order,  so  Papa  devised  methods  to  lock  them  out.  Not  to  be 
outdone,  they  entered  through  a window  or  the  chimney.  The  Gascho's  were  also 
likely  worried  at  the  windmill  antics  of  the  grandchildren/nephews.  Maynerd  in 
particular  appeared  to  have  no  fear  of  heights.  He  would  climb  the  50  foot 
windmill  and  sit  at  the  top,  eating  an  apple.  On  another  occasion  several  of  the 
boys  climbed  part  way  up  the  windmill  and  threw  a fledgling  duck  down  into  the 
water  tank.  Their  aim  was  errant;  the  duck  fell  to  its  death  when  it  hit  the  side  of 
the  tank  instead  of  the  water. 

After  his  sickness  in  Arkansas,  Papa  was  never  strong.  He  was  of  slender 
build,  weighing  probably  between  125  and  145  pounds.  He  could  not  stand  the 
hot  Nebraska  summer  sun.  Once  in  harvest  season,  when  Papa  was  to  work  on 
the  binder.  Hairy  or  Alvin  rigged  up  an  umbrella  to  place  over  his  head  while  he 
rode. 

Papa  was  well  known  and  respected  in  the  community.  He  hauled  grain  and 
hogs  to  Cairo,  and  knew  all  the  people  along  the  way,  often  stopping  and  visiting 
a bit  with  them  as  he  traveled.  He  was  handy  with  tools  and  helped  build  the 
Wood  River  Mennonite  Church.  He  was  quite  good  at  telling  the  time  of  day  by 
looking  at  the  sun.  Robert  Roth  has  a vivid  memory  of  Papa  reading  from  a large 
print  Bible,  using  his  magnifying  glass.  Shirley  Jantzi  Boshart  remembers  a time 
when  she  and  cousin  Laveme  were  playing  in  their  "playhouse"  behind  the  pig 
bam  at  the  Gascho  place  (really  a more  imaginary'  than  real  playhouse,  as  it  was 
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simply  a twine  outline  of  a playhouse).  Papa  stopped  by  to  ehat  with  them,  this 
was  a "precious  time"  since  he  was  a man  of  few  words.  She  took  the  example  to 
heart  as  a lesson  for  her  to  take  the  time  to  show  others  that  she  eared  by  taking 
time  to  talk  to  them. 

Although  he  was  not  as  strong  as  some,  and  never  as  well  as  he  would  have 
liked  after  his  sickness  in  Arkansas,  on  occasion  he  could  move  at  a rapid  pace. 
One  day  a fire  broke  out  in  the  Robert  Dickey  house  (the  house  just  to  the  east  of 
the  Gascho  house,  where  Alvin  later  lived).  The  Gaschos  left  everything  to  run 
over  to  help.  Papa  broke  the  basement  window  (cutting  himself  in  the  process), 
and  called  for  people  to  bring  water  from  the  stock  tanks  to  throw  on  the  fire.  I le 
was  successful  in  extinguishing  it. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Papa  moved  in  1 948  to  Cairo  to  live  with  Ida  and 
Katie.  I le  was  not  well  during  his  last  years.  1 le  died  at  age  83,  on  August  22, 
1954,  in  Cairo,  and  was  buried  in  the  Wood  River  Mennonite  Church  cemetery. 
The  church  was  packed  at  his  funeral  service 

An  important  matter  that  caused  conflict  within  not  only  the  Gascho  family 
but  also  the  Wood  River  Mennonite  Church  community  was  Papa's  will.  The  will, 
which  had  been  written  some  years  before  Papa's  death,  specified  that  the  160 
acres  of  Gascho  land  be  divided  among  the  four  living  children,  who  had  cared 
for  nieces,  nephews  and  parents  for  many  years,  and  that  the  grandchildren  of 
Mary,  Minnie  and  Anna  be  given  money.  By  the  time  of  Papa's  death,  the  land 
had  increased  in  value  while  the  money  w illed  to  each  of  the  living  grandchildren 
was  of  less  value  that  when  the  will  was  first  made  out.  This  situation  seemed  to 
some  church  persons  (who  were  not  relatives  of  the  Gaschos)  to  be  unfair  to  the 
living  grand-children.  They  in  particular  blamed  Alvin,  who  had  no  part  in  the 
writing  of  the  will  and  in  fact  had  asked  Papa  to  rewrite  it.  To  make  up  any 
differences  that  occurred  because  of  land  appreciation  between  the  time  of  the 
writing  and  the  probation  of  the  will,  first  Alvin  and  later  Harry  voluntarily  made 
cash  payments  to  each  of  the  living  grandchildren  of  Mary,  Minnie  and  Ann.  This 
settlement  was  especially  difficult  for  Harry,  who  had  to  sell  his  40  acres  in  order 
to  make  the  payments. 

Mama  was  a heavy  woman,  "of  Roth  stock".  She,  too,  had  health  problems, 
such  as  gall  stones,  kidney  stones,  hypertension  and  palpitations  Alvin 
remembers  giving  his  parents  silverware  for  their  25th  wedding  anniversary  prior 
to  the  actual  anniversary  because  he  thought  Mama  was  going  to  die!  Some 
question  if  she  was  as  ill  as  she  claimed  to  be,  and  that  she  tended  to  feel  sorry  for 
herself.  Yet  who  can  blame  her  for  grieving  the  premature  death  ot  three 
daughters,  each  leaving  six  children,  ten  of  whom  she  mothered  as  a grand- 
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mother?  She  is  also  remembered  by  some  as  being  short  tempered  and  tending 
to  cry  to  get  her  way. 

Mama  was  quite  strict.  Granddaughters  were  not  allowed  "to  primp".  When 
Robert  Roth  gave  his  girl  friend,  Grace  Troyer,  a heart-shaped  locket,  Mama  told 
Grace,  "You  need  two  hearts,  do  you?"  The  Wood  River  Mennonite  Church  was 
quite  strict  at  this  time,  so  perhaps  Mama's  strictness  was  in  keeping  with  the 

practices  of  the  church. 

To  make  money.  Mama  churned  cream  into  butter,  then  sold  it,  house  to 
house,  in  Cairo.  She  was  known  for  her  neat  garden.  She  often  helped  families 
when  there  were  illnesses,  and  took  care  of  her  own  children  when  they  were  sick. 
One  of  Shir  ley  Jantzi  Bosharfs  memories  is  of  Mama  knitting:  stockings,  mittens 
and  caps--caps  with  big  pom  poms  on  top.  The  articles  were  often  given  as 
Christmas  presents  to  grandchildren,  but  sometimes  Shirley  wished  she  would 
stop  knitting  and  pay  more  attention  to  her! 

She  died  suddenly,  after  a ten  day  hospitalization,  in  Grand  Island,  on  March 
3,  1945,  three  weeks  before  her  72nd  birthday.  She  had  entered  the  hospital  with 
pneumonia,  but  may  have  died  of  a pulmonary  embolus  (blood  clot  to  the  lung). 
Ida  relates  that  on  the  morning  of  her  death  she  sat  up  for  breakfast,  asking  the 
nurse  for  the  jelly  that  Ida  and  Katie  had  sent  to  her.  When  the  nurse  came  back 
with  the  jelly,  she  was  dead.  She  was  buried  in  the  Wood  River  Mennonite 
Church  Cemetery.  At  her  funeral,  one  person  said,  "There  lays  our  missionary." 

Joe  and  Phoebe’s  Children 
Mary 

Mary,  the  oldest  child,  was  bom  on  December  3,  1899  near  Milford, 
Nebraska.  Katie  remembers  her  as  "more  sober"  than  her  sisters,  Minnie  and 
Anna.  Many  describes  her  as  "kind  and  considerate."  Mary,  as  the  oldest  child, 
who  had  no  brother  until  seven  years  after  her  birth,  helped  her  father  as  a child 
and  teenager;  she  was  skilled  in  the  use  of  carpentry  tools.  She  learned  to  drive 
the  car  that  was  purchased  in  1 9 1 6,  at  a time  when  few  women  drove  cars.  Mary 
maimed  Abe  Roth  on  January  2,  1924,  at  the  Gascho  home  and  moved  with  him 
to  Chappell,  in  western  Nebraska.  Abe's  first  wifeLeah  Boshart  had  died,  leaving 
a daughter,  Agnes,  who  became  a part  of  the  Abe  and  Mary  Gascho  Roth  family. 
Six  children  were  bom  to  Abe  and  Maiy.  Two  weeks  after  the  birth  of  the  last 
child,  Irene,  on  July  4,  1 930,  Mary  died.  The  oldest,  Robert,  was  not  yet  6 years 
old  when  his  mother  died.  The  cause  of  her  death  was  probably  septicemia  (blood 
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poisoning).  Papa  and  Mama  Gascho,  with  several  of  Mary  's  siblings,  were  with 
Mary  at  the  time  of  her  death  Mama  asked  Mary  if  she  could  help  in  any  way  and 
Mary  asked  Mama  to  take  the  girls  (Josephine  and  Irene).  Later,  Abe  married 
Catherine  McDoodle,  who  wanted  to  keep  Josephine  and  Irene.  Perhaps  because 
of  Mary's  death  bed  request,  the  girls  were  not  allowed  to  return  to  their  father 
and  his  new  wife. 

After  the  funeral,  Josephine  and  Irene  returned  to  Wood  River.  Robert  came 
either  at  the  same  time  or  a month  later.  Delmar  came  several  months  later,  and 
still  has  bitter  memories  of  how  he  was  separated  from  his  father.  He  was  very 
much  a "daddy's  boy,"  staying  out  with  him  even  after  dark  to  do  chores  despite 
being  only  five  years  old  A friend  of  his  father  brought  him  to  Cairo  from 
Chappell.  There  they  attended  a farm  sale,  and  Delmar  became  separated, 
apparently  deliberately,  from  the  person  who  had  brought  him  1 le  came  home  to 
the  Gascho  house  with  Harry  and  Alvin  from  the  sale  instead  of  returning  to 
Chapell  with  Lester  Delmar  w as  terribly  distraught.  Delmar  remembers  that 
I Iarry  took  him  for  a ride  in  the  hay  field  that  evening,  on  a stacking  carl,  pulled 
by  horses.  This  seemed  to  comfort  Delmar.  Delmar  considered  Harry  his  first 
friend,  and  says  he  doesn't  know  what  he  would  have  done  without  him 

Both  Robert  and  Delmar  have  memories  of  their  mother.  Robert  recalls  his 
mother  w ashing  him  and  praying  with  him.  Robert  still  has  a scar  on  his  right 
arm  related  to  a childhood  accident.  He  caught  that  ami  in  the  wringer  of  an  old 
fashioned  w asher  His  mother  w as  nearby,  but  w as  so  shaken  that  she  did  not  stop 
the  wringer,  but  instead  ran  to  get  Abe,  who  left  his  horses  and  came  running  to 
Robert's  rescue.  When  he  returned,  the  horses  had  mn  off.  Delmar  remembers 
that  he  and  Robert  were  both  appropriately  punished  by  their  mother  after  being 
caught  in  the  act  of  diopping  lighted  matches  on  top  of  the  cows  in  the  bam— and 
then  being  punished  again  in  the  evening  when  their  father  returned! 

Life  with  the  grandparents,  uncles  and  aunts,  after  the  death  of  their  mother, 
w as  surely  dilLerent  from  life  with  the  parents.  The  children  remember  the  strict 
religous  standards  of  their  life.  Josephine  recalls  no  expressions  of  love  from 
Mama. 

The  four  children  of  Mary’  living  with  their  grandparents  were  close  friends 
to  Minnie's  children,  who  lived  very  near  by.  When  Minnie  died,  about  5 years 
after  four  of  Mary's  children  had  moved  in  with  Papa  and  Mama,  this  friendship 
deepened. 

In  adulthcxxl,  Robert  and  Josephine  married  and  moved  to  the  Milford  area. 
Delmar  married  and  eventually  ended  up  living  in  the  Gascho  house;  Chester  and 
Fdw  ard  married  and  stayed  in  western  Nebraska/Colorado.  Chester  died  leaving 
no  children.  Irene  stayed  with  Katie  and  Ida  in  Cairo  until  her  death  in  early 
adulthood. 
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Minnie 

Minnie  was  bom  near  Milford,  Nebraska  on  June  20,  1 902.  She  had  wavy 
red  hair,  and  was  the  sister  with  "lots  of  friends."  Minnie  met  Sidney  Beckler  at 
Wood  River  Mennonite  Church.  Sidney  later  told  the  children  that  when  he 
returned  from  dating  Minnie,  he  "turned  the  reins  loose  on  the  way  home,  went 
to  sleep  and  the  horse  went  on  home."  Minnie  and  Sid  were  married  on 
December  25,  1919,  also  in  the  Gascho  house,  almost  six  months  before  Minnie's 
1 8th  birthday.  Katie  says  she  wore  a blue  satin  dress  and  had  high  topped  shoes 
"which  seemed  very  expensive... We  smaller  children  had  a very  skimpy 
Christmas  that  year! " They  had  no  car  when  married;  Sid  did  have  a bicycle  with 
one  pedal  broken  oft’  (Katie  used  it  to  leam  to  ride).  They  first  lived  on  one  of 
Sid's  father's  farms,  the  "Cates"  place,  where  Laveme  was  bom.  Orval  and 
Maynerd  were  bom  at  the  "Grove"  place.  When  financial  difficulties  came,  they 
moved  the  house  to  within  a stone's  throw  of  the  Gascho  house.  Papa  added  a 
kitchen  and  cellar  to  the  house.  There  the  last  three  children  were  bom. 

Raymond  remembers  his  mother  helping  the  children  study  the  Sunday 
school  lesson  on  Saturday  nights.  Katie  says  Minnie  was  "very  joyful"  and  that 
she  sang  as  she  hung  the  clothes  out  to  dry.  Minnie  always  wanted  a Maytag 
washing  machine.  In  1 930,  Papa  Gascho  said  that  if  there  was  a good  crop,  he 
would  buy  Mama  a new  Maytag.  The  crop  was  a good  one.  Papa  and  Mama  got 
a new  one,  and  Minnie  was  given  the  old  one. 

Minnie  died  on  October  8,  1935,  at  the  age  of  33,  leaving  six  children. 
Laveme  was  14,  Homer,  one.  Minnie  died  in  hospital,  after  an  operation.  Some 
claim  the  surgeon  "did  too  much".  Laveme  said,  "The  morning  [Minnie]  left  for 
the  hospital,  1 knew  in  my  heart,  she  would  never  come  back."  It  is  likely  that 
she  died  of  a pulmonary'  embolus  (blood  clot  to  the  lungs).  Sid  (son),  Laveme  and 
Orvil  had  visited  her  and  found  her  doing  well,  but  before  they  left  the  hospital 
parking  lot  they  were  told  that  she  had  died.  Raymond  remembers  hearing  Alvin 
answer  the  phone  and  say,  "Oh,  no,"  upon  hearing  that  Minnie  had  died.  Raymond 
remembers  the  shock  that  passed  around  the  room  with  the  terrible  news. 

When  her  mother  passed  away,  the  responsibility  of  helping  to  raise  the 
family  fell  on  Laveme,  who  was  only  14.  Laveme  says,  "After  our  mother's  death, 
most  of  my  memories  are  sad... I was  never  really  happy  after  mom's  death."  Papa 
and  Mama,  with  the  four  unmarried  children  lived  close  by,  and  helped  care  for 
Minnie's  children,  along  with  four  of  Mary's  children.  Homer,  the  youngest  at  the 
time  of  Minnie's  death,  spent  more  time  than  the  others  at  Papa  and  Mama 
Gascho's.  Sid,  who  worked  on  the  railroad,  would  bring  Homer  a candy  bar  when 
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he  came  home  in  the  evening.  Delmar  recalls  jealously  watching  Homer  eat  the 
lone  candy  bar!  Katie  came  to  their  home  on  Sunday  mornings  to  help  the 
children  get  dressed  for  church. 

Sometime  after  Minnie's  death,  Sid  moved  the  family  to  a house  near  Abbott, 
about  ten  miles  to  the  east  and  north  of  the  Gascho  home  place.  Abbot  was  closer 
to  Sid’s  railroad  work.  About  four  years  after  Minnie's  death  he  was  married  to 
Blanch  Booth.  Laveme  began  working  in  Grand  Island,  where  she  met  her  future 
husband,  Cy,  when  he  worked  with  her  father.  She  later  married  him,  while  he 
was  in  the  military  service.  Since  he  was  stationed  in  California,  that  is  where 
they  set  up  house-keeping  Four  of  her  five  brothers  later  followed  her  to 
California;  all  have  married  and  remained  there,  except  Orval,  who  moved  to 
Oregon.  Maynerd,  a minister,  died  in  1 980.  Raymond  married  and  remained  in 
Nebraska 

Anna 

Anna  was  bom  on  March  19,  1904,  in  Milford,  Nebraska  Harry  describes 
her  as  being  "outgoing".  She  dated  Royden  Bertram  Jantzi,  but  the  relationship 
ended  when  the  Jantzi  family  moved  to  Oregon.  I lowever,  the  Jantzi's  soon 
relumed  to  Nebraska,  and  Royden  and  Anna  resumed  their  relationship,  which 
culminated  in  their  marriage  in  the  Gascho  house  on  January  3,  1923.  Amia  was 
1 8 years  old  when  she  was  married. 

Ruth,  one  of  Anna's  children,  relates  an  interesting  incident..  She  once  licked 
a lid  from  a tin  can  that  contained  beans.  I Ier  mother  was  worried  that  she  was 
poisoned,  she  had  two  older  siblings  force  Ruth  to  drink  cream,  to  induce 
vomiting  Ruth  survived  despite  the  unusual  and  ineffectiv  e therapy:  she  downed 
the  cream  but  only  became  nauseated  and  did  not  vomit! 

Shirley,  her  oldest  daughter,  remembers  her  as  a wise  woman  with  a quiet, 
gentle  spirit  but  a woman  of  action.  One  evening  Shirley  and  Roland  were  told 
to  watch  younger  brother  Bob  while  Anna  milked  the  cows.  Instead  they  turned 
their  attention  to  their  father  who  was  plowing  in  a nearby  field  and  ran  to  meet 
him.  so  they  could  ride  back  to  the  bam  on  the  horses.  When  Anna  came  out  of 
the  bam,  her  older  children  were  nowhere  to  be  seen,  but  little  Bob  was  floating 
in  the  cattle  tank  She  jumped  into  the  tank,  grabbed  the  child  and  ran  with  him 
to  the  house  Shirley  remembers  the  plop  of  water-sodden  shoes  on  the  porch 
floor  and  the  look  of  disappointment  on  mother's  face. 

Anna  died  on  January  18,  1935,  after  a miscarriage.  She  left  six  living 
children,  just  as  had  her  two  older  sisters.  A seventh  child,  Betty,  died  at  age  one 
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year.  A physician  had  been  called  to  care  for  her;  when  he  arrived  he  was 
obviously  drunk,  and  was  given  black  coffee  in  an  attempt  to  "sober  him  up." 
When  Anna  was  told  she  was  going  to  die,  she  called  her  children  to  her  and  told 
them  that  it  was  her  wish  that  they  would  all  meet  in  heaven 

Ruth  recalls  being  held  by  Mama  Gascho  at  the  grave  side,  and  that  Mama 
cried  so  hard  that  Ruth  feared  being  dropped  into  the  grave.  Ruth  also  has 
memories  of  the  black  dresses  with  "Peter  Pan"  collars  made  by  her  aunts  for  her 
and  her  sisters. 

One  family  memory  is  of  the  center  of  an  old  windmill  that  Royden  converted 
into  a merry-go-round  The  Jantzi  boys  loved  to  entertain  the  Roth  and  Beckler 
cousins,  taking  them  for  wild  rides  on  the  merry-go-round,  with  enough  speed 
that  usually  at  least  one  cousin  "upchucked."  But  the  ride  was  so  much  fun  that 
the  nauseated  person  would  laugh  and  get  back  on  for  more. 

In  February  of  1 936  Royden,  Anna's  husband,  married  Emma  Birkey,  from 
Oregon  (Royden  had  dated  her  prior  to  his  marriage  to  Anna).  Royden  and  Emma 
first  lived  in  Nebraska,  with  the  six  children  that  had  been  bom  to  Royden  and 
Anna,  but  within  one  or  two  years,  moved  to  Oregon.  Two  children,  Carolyn  and 
Billy,  were  bom  to  Emma  and  Royden.  Four  of  Royden  and  Anna's  children 
married  and  remain  in  Oregon.  Two  (Ruth  and  Leo)  now  reside  in  Canada.  Ruth 
moved  there  when  she  remarried  after  her  first  husband's  death. 

Alvin 

Alvin  was  bom  on  March  25,  1 906,  near  Milford,  Nebraska.  He  was  one 
year  old  when  the  family  moved  to  the  farm  near  Cairo.  As  the  oldest  son,  whose 
father  was  not  strong,  he  assumed  farm  responsibilites  at  an  early  age.  He  was  an 
excellent  student,  especially  in  arithmetic,  but  opted  not  to  go  on  to  high  school, 
perhaps  because  of  farm  work.  He  was  very  shy  and  did  not  date  as  a young  man. 

As  a young  adult  he  fanned  the  Gascho  land,  using  horses  and  mules.  Later, 
when  Harry  grew  older,  he  and  Harry  both  farmed  the  Gascho  land  as  well  as 
other  rented  land.  He  and  Harry,  and  later  Alvin  alone  had  a threshing  machine 
which  was  used  to  thresh  grain  for  the  Gaschos  and  neighbors. 

Alvin  had  a knack  for  the  mechanical  For  example,  he  took  the  motor  from 
the  old  Maxwell  car,  set  it  on  a frame  with  w'heels,  and  then  used  the  apparatus 
as  a power  source  for  a buzz  saw  and  a feed  grinder.  When  the  engine  broke 
down,  he  overhauled  it  himself  with  used  parts  he  purchased  at  a junk  yard.  The 
apparatus  must  have  looked  quite  unreliable.  The  engine  was  once  used  to  help 
two  neighbors  saw  wood.  They  looked  dubiously  at  it,  not  thinking  it  could  power 
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the  saws.  But  Alvin  said  later  that  it  worked  so  efficiently  that  the  questioning 
men  didn't  even  have  time  to  light  their  pipes  all  afternoon! 

In  1941,  Ammon  Stoltzfus,  the  minister  at  Wood  River  Mennonite  Church 
moved  to  Iowa.  The  Sunday  after  Ammon  left  (March  2,  1941),  the  church 
members  elected  Alvin  by  "outstanding"18  vote  as  the  new  minister.  He  was 
ordained  that  same  day,  and  the  next  Sunday  preached  his  first  sermon. 

Alvin  was  always  ready  to  help  others.  Katie  remembers  that  he  allowed  his 
widow  sister  Minnie,  who  lived  close  by  and  had  several  children,  to  milk  his  cow 
when  her  cow  was  dry.  She  also  tells  how  he  financially  helped  young  married 
couples  who  were  "striving  to  make  ends  meet." 

Alvin  met  his  future  wife,  Cora  Irene  Garber  Kauffman  in  1940  at  an  lowa- 
Nebraska  Mennonite  church  conference.  Irene  was  the  widow  of  Herbert 
Kauffman,  of  Minot,  North  Dakota.  They  began  corresponding  by  letter  in 
September  of  1942  and  were  married  on  June  16,  1943,  in  Alpha,  Minnesota. 
Marriage  for  Alvin  meant  becoming  a step-father  to  Hope  Kathleen,  Irene's 
daughter.  Joseph  was  bom  to  Ak  in  and  Irene  in  1947.  Alvin  fanned  and  served 
as  minister  at  Wood  River  Mennonite  until  1960.  In  that  year  he  and  his  family 
moved  to  I Iairisonburg,  Virginia,  in  part  because  of  Alvin's  poor  health,  in  part 
to  allow  their  son,  Joseph,  to  attend  Eastern  Mennonite  High  School,  and  in  part 
because  of  the  strife-ridden  Wood  River  Mennonite  church  situation.  Alvin 
worked  first  as  a night  watchman  and  then  in  maintenance  at  Eastern  Mennonite 
College.  The  move  away  from  relatives  and  friends  to  a more  urban  environment, 
in  which  many  fellow'  believers  w'ere  more  educated,  was  very  difficult  for  him. 

In  the  mid  1 960’s  he  and  Irene  served  as  superintendent  and  matron  of  the 
Virginia  Mennonite  Home  in  Harrisonburg,  Virginia.  In  later  years  Alvin 
supervised  retarded  young  adults  in  performing  duties  such  as  putting  boxes 
together.  He  and  Irene  made  frequent  trips  back  to  Nebraska.  He  served  as 
interim  pastor  at  Wood  River  Mennonite  Church  in  1 966. 

In  1975  he  developed  multiple  myeloma,  a type  of  bone  cancer  I Ie  died  in 
Charlottesville,  Virginia  on  April  18,  1982,  and  was  buried  at  the  Dayton 
Mennonite  Church  Cemetery,  several  miles  south  of  Harrisonburg,  Virginia.  Irene 
continues  to  live  in  Harrisonburg;  Joseph  is  married  and  lives  in  Pennsylvania

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Ida 

Ida  was  bom  on  March  6, 1908  at  the  Gascho  house.  Her  young  adult  years 
were  spent  raising  nieces  and  nephews.  She  moved,  with  her  sister  Katie  and 
father,  from  the  old  Gascho  home  place  to  Cairo  in  1948.  There  she  and  Katie 
cared  for  their  father  and  Irene,  the  youngest  child  of  their  sister  Mary,  who  had 
epilepsy  after  a high  fever  at  a young  age.  (Taking  care  of  Irene  was  not  always 
easy.  Either  Katie  or  Ida  slept  with  her  every  night  in  to  care  for  if  she  had  a 
convulsion.) 

In  the  mid  1 950's,  Ida  took  medication  for  troubling  artliritis.  The  medica- 
tion brought  on  gastrointestinal  bleeding,  leading  to  the  diagnosis  of  ulcerative 
colitis,  and  Ida  underwent  major  surgery  in  1955.  Katie,  who  was  preparing  to 
marry  Joe  Untemahrer  at  this  time,  thought  perhaps  she  should  remain  single  in 
order  to  care  for  her  sister.  But  Joe  promised  Katie  he  would  help  her  care  for 
Ida,  and  so  Katie  and  Joe  married.  Uncle  Chris  Gascho  also  moved  into  the  Cairo 
house  to  help  Ida. 

Ida  is  known  for  the  many  quilts  she  pieced  and  quilted.  She  was  also  a 
caregiver:  from  the  age  of  22  to  the  age  of  46  she  cared  for  nieces,  nephews  and 
parents  and  later  for  elderly  persons.  She  suffered  a stroke  in  March  of  1994 
which  left  her  left  aside  partially  paralyzed.  She  resides  at  a retirement  home  in 
Wood  River,  Nebraska.  Her  home,  which  was  the  house  to  which  she,  Katie  and 
their  father  moved  in  1 948,  was  sold  in  the  fall  of  1 994. 

Katie 

Katie  was  bom  near  Cairo  on  May  21,  1910.  She  was  delivered  by  a Dr. 
Redfield.  who  came  to  the  house  in  a little  red  car.  Katie  says  she  was  "a  sickly 
baby,  a weakling  I guess,"  not  walking  until  the  age  of  18  months."  Of  course  I 
made  up  for  it  since  then.  Ha!"  She  remembers  playing  with  Ida  and  Harry  and 
herding  cows  on  the  roadside  and  in  the  stubble  field  after  the  grain  was  cut.  She 
also  recalls  exploring  Sid  and  Minnie's  first  house  and  finding  "things  we  thought 
were  so  wonderful".  She  was  excited  about  the  birth  of  the  first  niece,  Laveme, 
and  says  she  was  "such  a very  happy  but  bashful  aunt."  She  remembers  sitting  in 
the  shade  tending  Laveme  while  Minnie  helped  in  the  field. 

On  April  14,  1955,  she  married  Joe  Untemahrer,  who  had  moved  to  Cairo 
from  Colorado.  Joe  and  Katie  initially  lived  in  La  Junta,  Colorado,  where  Katie 
took  a practical  nursing  course.  They  then  moved  to  Cairo,  where  they  first  rented 
and  then  bought  a house  three  blocks  horn  the  house  in  which  Ida  lived;  they  later 
bought  a house  across  the  road  from  Ida.  Joe  worked  as  a carpenter.  Katie  was 
also  a caregiver  to  nieces,  nephews,  parents  and  later  elderly  persons.  She  died

of  cancer  on  December  26,  1990,  and  is  buried  in  the  Wood  River  Mennonite 
Church  Cemetery.  Katie  is  remembered  as  a "prayer  warrior".  Joe  continues  to 
live  in  the  house  in  Cairo  where  he  and  Katie  lived  for  many  years 

Harry 

Harry  was  bom  on  March  8,  1 9 1 3,  at  the  Gascho  house,  the  youngest  of  the 
seven  children  of  Joe  and  Phoebe.  As  the  age  of  eight  years  he  very  nearly  died 
from  a severe  ear  infection  that  was  complicated  by  blood  poisoning  and  blood 
clots  in  a leg  and  neck  vein.  I le  and  Alvin  used  horses  to  farm  the  Gascho  land 
as  well  as  land  Alvin  rented  from  neighbors.  When  he  reached  the  age  of  21 
years,  he  was  given  some  of  the  farm  machinery  by  his  father  and  began  fanning 
on  his  own  Later  he  and  Alvin  bought  a threshing  machine  and  tractor  and  did 
threshing  for  neighbors. 

1 Iarry  remembers  being  teased  about  girls;  he  reacted  by  not  asking  girls  for 
dates!  1 le  continued  this  practice  during  thr  ee  six  week  terms  at  Hesston  College, 
in  1939,  1940  and  1941.  At  Hesston  he  was  given  a diploma  for  the  teacher 
training  course  and  the  Christian  worker  course. 

1 le  was  drafted  during  World  War  II,  and  served  in  Civilian  Public  Service 
camps,  first  in  Fort  Collins,  Colorado,  and  then  in  Terry',  Montana.  In  1944,  he 
was  transferred  to  Beltsville,  Maryland  for  relief  training,  which  he  had  requested. 
It  was  there  that  he  met  Elva  Ne\vswanger,a  young  woman  from  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  w ho  w as  working  at  the  office  of  National  Service  Board 
for  Religious  Objectors  in  Washington,  D C.  He  apparently  changed  his  mind 
about  dating,  for  he  and  Elva  w ere  married  on  February  1 8,  1 946  at  Cottage  City 
Mennonite  Church,  near  Beltsville,  Maryland.  Harry  and  Elva  served  with 
Mennonite  Central  Committee  in  China  in  various  places  from  August  of  1946 
until  April  of  1949.  they  left  prematurely  because  of  the  fighting  in  China. 

Many'  and  Elva  fanned  Papa's  farm  w hen  they  returned  from  China,  it  was 
there  that  James  (who  died  soon  after  birth),  Timothy,  Luke  and  Mary  Beth  were 
bom  In  1955,  they  moved  to  Cass  Lake,  Minnesota,  to  give  church  leadership. 
I Iarry  w as  licensed  in  1 955,  then  ordained  as  minister  in  1 956  at  the  Cass  Lake 
Mennonite  Church  In  1961,  he  was  ordained  as  bishop,  responsible  for  the 
oversight  of  several  churches  over  a w ide  geographic  area.  In  addition  to  his 
church  leadership  responsibilities,  Harry  fanned,  raised  cattle  and  later  did 
carpentry  work  In  1978,  Harry  and  Elva  had  sale  and  moved  to  Elkhart, 
Indiana.  There  they  were  involved  in  Voluntary  Service  until  1988,  when  they 
retired  to  Cneencroft,  in  Goshen,  Indiana 

Harry  and  Elva's  oldest  son,  Timothy,  lives  in  Alabama.  Luke  and  Mary  Beth 
are  married,  and  live  in  Pennsy  lvania  and  Virginia,  respectively.

Her  prayer  in  her  last  days  was,  "That  she  might  honor  her  Lord,  Jesus 
Christ"  and,  "Be  faithful  to  him  till  death."  I am  sure  her  prayer  was  answered! 

She  is  survived  by  her  husband  Joe,  of  Cairo;  one  sister  Ida  Gascho,  of 
Cairo;  one  brother  Harry  Gascho,  of  Goshen,  Indiana;  nineteen  nieces  and 
nephews,  and  four  sister  in  laws. 

She  is  preceded  in  death  by  her  parents,  one  brother,  three  sisters,  two 
nieces,  and  three  nephews.
